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VANCOUVER ISLAND PILOT. 
The following extracts: from a book bearing 
the above title, by Capt. G. H. Richards, R.|N,, 
.well and favopably known in this country, will 
bé interesting: to our readers : 
- | Vietoria arbour is a little more than 2 miles 
eastward of Esquimalt, with its entrance between 
Ogden and MacLaughlin points. Macaulay or 
Sdilor point, a remarkable projection nearly mid- 
way betweenjthe two harbors, is a bare-flat point 
aljjut 30 feetjhigh, showing as a yellow clay elif, 
worn by the action of the sea and. weather into 
a founded ndb at the ‘extreme. The coast on
